Junior  League  To  Bring 
Refugee  To  America 

In  undertaking  to  finance  the  trip  to  Amer¬ 
ica  of  at  least  one  European  refugee,  the 
newly-formed  Junior  League  has  lost  no 
time  in  assuming  a  prominent  place  in  the 
Synagogue’s  organizational  life.  This  group 
project  was  adopted  from  a  series  of  four 
suggestions  offered  by  Miss  Helen  Lyttle  in 
a  discussion  which  she  led  at  the  last  meet¬ 
ing  held  'at  the  home  of  Mr.  William  Klein. 

Setting  a  goal  of  $500,  a  committee,  of 
which  Mr.  Arthur  Ochs  is  chairman,  was 
selected  to  plan  a  series  of  functions  intended 
to  raise  the  desired  sum.  A  dance,  to  be 
sponsored  jointly  with  the  Coterie  groups  on 
Saturday  evening,  Dec.  28,  will  be  the  first 
of  these  functions.  Those  interested  in  procur¬ 
ing  tickets  at  $1  a  couple  may  communicate 
with  Miss  Josephine  Levy  or  Mr.  Albert 
Heller,  co-chairmen  of  the  dance  committee, 
or  any  other  member  of  the  Junior  League.  - 
In  addition,  Miss  Joy  Ostriker  became  chair¬ 
man  of  the  committee  to  investigate  the  pos¬ 
sibilities  for  bringing  refugees  to  America.

Sunday  School  Parents 
Meet  With  Teachers 

Over  one  hundred  parents  of  the  pupils  of 
the  Sunday  and  Ftebrew  Schools  assembled 
in  the  vestry  rooms  on  Sunday  morning, 
Dec.  1,  to  consider  the  problems  of  Jewish 
parenthood  and  to  meet  their  children’s  in¬ 
structors. 

Rabbi  Steinberg  addressed  the  gathering, 
urging  upon  the  parents  a  sympathetic  at¬ 
titude  to  Jewish  education,  inviting  the  par¬ 
ents  to  discuss  their  children’s  problems  with 
the  Principal,  and  asking  particularly  for 
the  observance  of  Jewish  practices  and  the 
manifestation  of  Jewish  interests  on  the 
part  of  parents  in  the  home. 

The  parents  subsequently  gathered  with 
the  teachers  of  their  children  to  discuss  the 
work  of  the  class  and  the  adjustment  of 
individual  children.  Each  parent’s  group 
arranged  to  conduct  a  home  Chanukah  party 
for  each  class.  Rabbi  Steinberg  and  Mr. 
Grand  were  much  gratified  at  the  readiness 
with  which  parents  offered  their  homes  for 
these  parties.
